«shots " Provide immu n ity 
Now tha t the United States, in the words of Sov iet 
Premier Malenkov , no longer hae a “ monopoly in the 
production of the hy drogen bomb," the fa ll se.s*ion of 
the United Nations General Assembly could be the 
« cene of renewed efforts to reach an agreement on 
world disarmament. Chairman Wiley (R., Wis.i of the 
Sena te Foreign Relations Committee, a U. S. delegate 
to the U.N.. on August 20 called for action on the 
“ highest lev els" in W ashington and Mcv scow to seek 
new ground for interna tional atomic control. 
On the sam e day the U N Disarm ament Commis­ 
sion adopted a report ex pressing the hope tha t “ recent 
interna tiona l ev ents" would prov ide a "more propitious 
atmosphere" for discussion of disarmament. The report 
will come before the General Assembly regular session, 
opening September 15 , as a regular item on the agenda. 
The Commission noted tha t its August 20 m eeting had 
been its first since October 19 5 2. 
Actually , the U N. Disarm a m ent Commission has 
transacted little business since August 29 . 19 5 2. when 
Sov iet Delegate Malik—rejecting a Western proposal 
for a Big Fiv e conference on disarmament — said 
Russia would 'accept only its own formula for world 
disarmament. The la test formal Sov iet disarmament 
proposals were made by Sov iet Delega te Vishinsky — 
and billed by him as “ new . . . tremendous . . . m o­ 
mentous” —in Paris on J anuary 12. 19 5 2, 
They embraced' 
1. “ Strict International eontrol" of atomic energy 
a t the same tim e tha t prohibition of atomic weapons 
goes into effect i Russia had prev iously demanded 
prohibition precede control). 2. Interna tiona l inspec­ 
tion of atomic faciiltie« on a "continuing basis." The 
control agency would operate under the Security 
Council and thus be subject to the v eto. 
3. 
U N. condem nation of the “ a ggressiv e” Atlantic 
pact. 4. Immediate Korean armistice, with all foreign 
troops to be withdrawn from Korea in 9 0 day s. 5 . 
Reduction by one-third of Big Fiv e a rm a m ents w iihm 
one y ear. 6 . All countries to be asked for com plete 
data on arm am ents, weapons and foreign bases. 7 . A 
world disarmam ent conference by J uly 15 a 9 5 2-. 8 . 
A Big Fiv e “ peace pact." 
Interna tiona l inspection under the Vishinsky plan 
was “ not to interfty pe in the domestic a ffa irs of a 
su te." Commented Secretary of Sta te Achoson: “ What 
the Sov iet Union would appear to giv e with one hand 
it ta kes away with the other.” 
The full Assembly on J anuary 19 , 19 5 2, v oted for 
study by lu new DLsarmament Commission of all parts 
of the Vishinsky plan ex cept its Korean truce. a nti- 
Atla ntic Pa ct and Big Fiv e peace treaty fea tutes. But 
the com m ission’s report of August 20 last amounted 
to a “ no-a chlev em ent” message. 
A U. S. proposal, asking a world arms census and 
listing of atomic plants, had been reject-ed by Malik 
Immediately upon its presentation on April 5 , 195 2 
And on the following J une 10 Rus.sia ha d turned down 
a U. S.-backed British proposal for specific ceilings on 
na tional armed forces The formula would hav e lim ited 
the U. S., Red China, Russia to 1.5 million men each; 
Grea t Britain and Fia nce to 0 7 -0.8 million men each; 
ev ery other na tion to less tha n one per cent of its 
population. 


F allin g Air Reco rd s 


‘ U. S. Air I'or(^, which was able to tell the public 
sev era l weeks ago of new speed and distance records 
flown by Its jet bombers, now has more news. In two 
ca tegories records hav e been broken during the course 
of “ routine training flights." 
Eight F-8 4G Tnunderjet fighters took 
a mere 10 
hours and 21 m inutes to fly non-stop from Georgia to 
a big Air Force base in French Morocco. The tdla l hop 
was 4,5 00 miles, and the speed av eraged 434 mph. The 
av erage speed is remarkable because the single engine 
J ets were refueled a t lea st twice m the air from fly ing 
tankers. 
The Air Force didn't rev eal w hether the planes, 
which are interceptors In the 6 00-m ile-a n-hour cla.ss, 
w’erc combat equipped. In any ev ent, it was an able 
demonstration of ability to reinforce U. S, air units in 
Europe within hours in case of an emergency . 
Meanwhile, in Tex as, the Air Force m ateria l sec­ 
tion is proud of the recoid set by a C-9 9 , the cargo 
v ersion of the mammoth B-36 . during a recent round 
trip hop to Germany . On the way ov er, v ia Bermuda 
a nd the Azores, the big doubledecker was ha uling 
6 1,000 pounds of cargo plus a crew and passenger com ­ 
plement of 23. Or the turnaround haul the plane 
carried 6 0,000 pounds, plus the sam e number of per­ 
sonnel. The Air Force say s the flight sm ashed "ev ery 
International air cargo handling record in ex istence " 
While the cargo lift record doesn’t compare with, 
say , the 5 0 tons which Is the max imum load of a 
freight car, or the 5 .000 ton-9 which a fa st freighter 
ca n haul ov erseas, it must be remembered tha t freight 
ca rs'a nd freighters do not fly . Nor do they consume 
a mere 31 hours trav eling 5 .000 miles. 
There is little doubt tha t new frontiers are opening 
in heav y cargo handling by air, although the gov ern­ 
m ent, for economic reasons, will probably hav e the sky 
relativ ely to its#if for a long time. Priv ate air cargo 
operators are steadily cutting the ton-m ile cost, but 
are still a t a great competitiv e disadv antage. 
There’s little to add to the tory ex cept the obv ious 
fa ct tha t records seem to be falling like leav e. 
For­ 
tuna tely , the planes aren t em ula lm g the leav e.s

Ten y ears ago an article on 
immunization was followed by hun­ 
dreds of letters of protest. 
They 
came from various anlivaccination 
organizations and individú ala who 
were against inoculation and im­ 
munizing procedures in general. 
Many were so stereoty ped as lo 
suggest a single source and some 
included literature based mainly on 
ancient statistics: others told of 
unfortunate experiences. 
The majority of these protests 
were justifiable because they rep­ 
resented a hangover from by gone 
day s when vaccines were crude 
and risky to use. Some were too 
potent: others were too weak and 
did not live up to expectations. 
But in the intervening y ears the 
prevention of disease has under­ 
gone many revolutionary changes. 
Vaccines and serums have im­ 
proved and we now know how 
much to use, when to give them, 
and what to expi'Ct. 
It is little 
wonder 
that 
ty phoid, 
smallpox, 
diphtheria, and tetanus are vir­ 
tually 
nonexistent. 
These 
senti­ 
ments also are registered in our 
mail; the letters of protest again.<t 
inoculations 
are 
few 
and 
far 
between. 


In the past it was necessary to 
develop and survive an infection 
before natural immunity could be 
acquired. 
This meant that those 
who made the grade acquired a 
priceless possession — something 
that even the most fabulous king 
could not buy . Nowaday s we can 
produce artificial immunity against 
many of our most disabling m ala­ 
dies. 
Furthermore, serums and 
vaccines are available to rich and 
poor alike. 
Vaccination 
against 
smallpox is the oldest and polio 
vaccine the y oungest. 
The latter 
is still in the experimental stages 
because a vaccine must be tested 
on hundreds of thousands of in­ 
dividuals before it is accepted. 
Most of us acquire at birth a 
SIX month to one y ear immunity 
to many of the common diseases. 
But when this is gone we are on 
our own. 
There are exceptions: 
immunity to whooping cough, for 
example, is short lived, which ex­ 
plains 
why 
the 
aliment 
is 
so 
serious when it appears in the 
first y ear of l.fe 
But by vaccinat­ 
ing againsi diphtheria, whooping 
cough, and tetanus vn the second 
or third month of life, the infant is 
protected bv artificial immunity . If 
given 
ungiy , three injections of 
each are required but when used 
in 
combination 
the 
number 
of 
“ shots ' IS reduced from eight or 
nine to three. 
Smallpox vaccina­ 
tion follows. 
But immunity ac­ 
quired in this manner is tempor­ 
ary and unless it is bolstered from 
time to time the y oungster is left 
unprotected after a lapse of three 
y ears. A booster dose of the triple 
vaccine is in order after the first 
y ear 
and 
again 
for 
the 
pre­ 
schooler 
Children entering first 
grade also are due for a renewal 
of inoculation against .smallpox and 
diphtheria and it is here that many 
phy sicians prefer a single injection 
of each vaccine.

Cu rren t U. S. Prob lems With In d io Co u ld Ho ve Been Averted ; Dirt Farmers 


Can 't Affo rd To Be On Presid en t's New Ad viso ry Commission 


W.ASHINGTON — The most un­ 
fortunate public debate this coun­ 
try has engaged m for y ears— 
whether India should sit on the 
Korean peace commission—came 
about because of a series of diplo­ 
matic 
ineptitudes. 
Non-diplomats 
would call them boners. Here are 
some of them: 
Boner No. 1—Secretary Dulles 
gave a firm promise to Sy ngman 
Rhee that India would not sit on 
the 
peace commission. 
In

York we have been try ing to Uve 
up to that promise—which never 
should have been given. 
Boner No. 2—The Churchill gov­ 
ernment gave a firm promise to 
Premier Nehru of India that h;s 
country would sit on the commis­ 
sion. Britain has been try ing to 
live up to this promise—which also 
should not have been given.

3—The 
Eisenhower 
administration 
fired 
the 
most 
popular of all U. S. .Ambassadors 
to 
India, 
Chester 
Biiwles, 
just 
when It especially needed a man 
who had the personal friendship 
and confidence of Premier Nehru, 
Ambassador Cr =» rge .Allen, who re­ 
placed Bowles, i. an A-1 dipl*>mat 
but IS a long w a v off y et from hav­ 
ing Nehru’s confidence. 
Boner No. 4—John F'oster Dulles 
tried to >fil a news conference on 
the idea that the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration had brought a truce m 
Korea by being tough with ihe 
Chinese. 
When 
new men 
asked 
how come. Dulles said he had tip­ 
ped off Premier Nehru that strong 
action 
would 
be 
taken 
againr-t 
China, and that this w-ord was im­ 
mediately sent back to the Ch’n- 
ese. Of course, the Dulles’ state­ 


ment also got back to Nehru, and 
of course he got sore. i*'or Dulles’ 
statement put him in the position 
of btnng a 
-py for the Chinese. 
This IS one reason why Nehru has 
had his back up about sitting on 
the Korean peace commission. 


India Influences Asia 


Today In Wash in g to n

W.ASHINGTON—No elearer de­ 
finition of the weakness, if not 
the impotence, of the United Na­ 
tions has been given than in the 
address just delivered by the sec­ 
retary of State, John Foster Dul­ 
les. 
Too many people in America and 
perhaps the rest of the world have 
been thinking of the United Na­ 
tions in ideaJistic terms far be­ 
y ond Its actual authority or scope 
today , 
F'or the fact is that “ collective 
security ” has not been attained 
through the U N. but such security 
as prevails is due to a.lliances 
which 
resemble 
the 
balance-of- 
powcr alignments that have pre­ 
vailed through centuries of his­ 
tory . It IS the necc. iity for thc- e 
a liances, despite the existence of 
the larger international organiza­ 
tion, which underlines the failure 
of the U N. to accomplish what 
had been hoped for by its found­ 
ers in 1945. 
“ Because the L’nited N ation: it­ 
self.” sa y Mr. Duller, “does not 
provide 
adequate 
security , 
the 
United States ha^, by bipartisan 
a- tion, entered into a serie: 
of 
treaties with other nations for the 
purpose of 
furthering 
collective 
self-defense. This is authorized by 
the United Nations charter” 


Not Part of U..N. 


But it’s a fir different thing to 
s^y that the North Atlantic Trea.tv 
Organization or the Pacific pacts 
are “ authorized” by the U N , than 
to argue, =« so many people er- 
roncously do from time to time, 
that ther e Si-Uianres are an integral 
part of the U N. The old League 
of Natiniis covenant al.so stipulated 
that 
“ regional 
under.standings” 
were not to be regarded a« incon­ 
sistent with the purposes of the 
league. 
The important fact is that NATO 
and the regional •^erurity pact: in 
the Pacific and the European de- 
fcn.se community tri aty are pri- 
mo.iilv in:-,tniment.s of a certain 
group of nation.s or alliances and 
derive not one hit of their power 
fiom the United Nations itself Mr. 
Dulles himself admits that point 
when he declares; 
“ We now see the inadequacv of 
an organization whose effective 
functioning depends upon rooperar- 
tion with a nation whirh 
is dom 
inated bv an international party 
seeking w'orld domination” 
Mr Dulles might have conceded, 
on the other hand, that 
thos e of 
us who were present at San F'raji- 
CISCO when the U N was born were 
told that the "veto” was given to 
everv member nation of the Se­ 
curity 
Council 
for 
a 
practical 
rea.son 
It 
was explained 
agsjn 
and again to the press that, unless 


there was a veto in the charter 
for each major power, the United 
Stages Senate wouldn’t ratify and, 
besides, if the major powers dis­ 
agreed and wanted to go to war 
about It, nothing could be done 
any how. 
Precisely that contingency has 
arisen. Soviet Russia can and does 
exercise her veto now a^id can 
paraly ze any future use of force 
again t her or her allies by the 
United 
Nations. 
Under 
certain 
parallel 
circum tanccs 
it 
would 
have 
to 
be 
admitted 
that 
the 
American government would also 
wi.sh to use the veto. 
What Mr. Dulles didn’t touch on 
but which the late Senator Taft 
brought out in his speech last 
June at Cincinnati 
i.- 
that 
the 
U.N. really ma.y not have acted 
legally at all when the interven­ 
tion in Korea was undertaken in 
June 1950. This has alwavs been 
Rucsia’: argument, too — namely , 
tha.t mere absence of a ddegaie 
from the Securitv Counnl didn’t 
commit the government itnclf and 
that hence the Security Council, 
which can act only unanimou: ly , 
could not have authorized the re­ 
sistance to aggres: ion in Korea.

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H-Bomb And Disarmament 


Now th at the United States, in the words of Soviet 
Prem ier Malenkov, no longer has a * monopoly in the 
production of the hydrogen bomb.” the fall session of 
the United Nations General Assembly could be the 
scene of renewed efforts to reach an agreem ent on 
world disarm am ent. Chairm an Wiley *R , WU.) of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, a U. S. delegate 
to the UN., on August 20 called for action on the 
“highest levels” in W ashington and Moscow to seek 
new ground for international atomic conliol. 
On the same day the U N. Disarm am ent Commis­ 
sion adopted a report expressing the hope that -recent 
International events ’ would provide a more propitious 
atm osphere” for discussion of disarm am ent. The report 
will come before the General Assembly regular session, 
opening September 15. as a regular item on the agenda 
Th* Commission noted that its August 20 meeting had 
been its first since October 1952. 
Actually, the U.N. Disarmament Commwsion has 
transacted little business since August 29, 1952. when 
Soviet Delegate M a im -re je c tin g a W estern proposal 
for a Big Five conference on disarm am ent — mid 
Russia would accept only Its own formula for world 
disarmament. The latest formal Soviet disarm am ent 
proposals were made by Soviet Delegate Viahinsky— 
and billed by him as “new* . . . tremendous . . . mo­ 
mentous'’—in Paris on January 12, 1952, 
They embraced 
I. “Strict International control of atomic energy 
at the same time th a t prohibition of a*amic weapons 
goes into effect (Russia had previously demanded 
prohibition precede control*. 2. International inspec­ 
tion of atomic facilities on a 'continuing basis." The 
control agency would operate under the Becurl v 
Council and thus be subject to the veto. 
3. U N. condemnation of the “aggressive Atlantic 
pact. 4. Im m ediate Korean armistice, with ail foreign 
troops to be w ithdraw n from Korea in 90 days. 5. 
Reduction by one-third of Big Five arm am ents within 
one year. 6. All countries to be asked for complete 
data on arm am ents, weapons and foreign bases. .. A 
world disarm am ent conference by July 15 (1952*. 8 
A Big Five “peace pact.” 
International inspection under the VUhinMcy plan 
was “not to interlope in the domestic affairs of a 
state.” Commented Secretary of State Acluuon: “W hat 
the Soviet Union would appear to give with one hand 
it takes away with the other." 
The full Assembly on January 19. 1952, voted for 
study by its new Disarm am ent Commission of all parts 
of the Viahinsky plan except its Korean truce, anti- 
A tlantic Pact and Big Five peace treaty features Bu* 
the commission’s report of August 20 last amounted 
to a “no-achievem ent” message. 
A U. S. proposal, asking a world arms census and 
listing of atomic plants, had been rejected by Malik 
immediately upon its presentation on April 5, 1952 
And on the following June IO Russia had turned down 
a U. S.-backed British proposal for specific ceilings on 
national armed forces The formula would have limited 
the U. S , Red China, Russia to I .ft million men each ; 
Great Britain and France to 0 7-0.8 million men each.

Falling Air Records 


. u . S. Air I on* which was able to tell the public 
several weeks ago of new speed and distance records 
flown by Its Jet bomber*, now has more new*. In two 
categories records have been broken during the course 
of “routine training flights,’* 
lig h t F-84G T hunderjet fighters took a mere IO 
hours and 21 m inutes to fly non-stop from Georgia to 
a big Air Force base in French Morocco. The tdtai hop 
was 4,500 miles, and the speed averaged 434 mph. The 
average speed is rem arkable because the single engine 
jets were refueled at least twice In the air from flying 
tankers. 
The Air Force didn’t reveal w hether the planes, 
which are interceptors in the 6 0 0-m ile-an-hour class, 
were combat equipped. In any event, it was an able 
dem onstration of ability to reinforce U. S. air units in 
Europe within hours in case of an emergency. 
Meanwhile, in Texas, the Air Force m aterial sec­ 
tion is proud of the record set by a C-99, the cargo 
version of the m am m oth B-36, during a recent round 
trip hop to Germany. On the way over, via Bermuda 
and the Azores, the big doubledecker was hauling 
61.000 pounds of cargo plus a crew and passenger com ­ 
plem ent of 23. On the turnaround haul the plane 
carried 60,000 pounds, plus the sam e num ber of per­ 
sonnel. The Air Force says the flight smashed “every 
International air cargo handling record in existence ” 
While* the cargo lift record doesn't compare with, 
say, the 50 torus which is the maximum load of a 
freight car, or the 5.000 tons which a fast freighter 
can haul overseas, it must be remembered th a t freight 
c a rs'and freighters do not fly. Nor do they consume 
a mere 31 hours traveling 5,000 miles. 
There is little doubt th at new frontiers are opening 
in heavy cargo handling by air, although the govern­ 
m ent, for economic reasons, will probably have the sky 
relatively to itself for a long time. Private air cargo 
operators are steadily cutting the ton-m ile cost, but 
are still at a great competitive disadvantage. 
There’s little to add to the story except the obvious 
fact th at records seem to be falling like leaves. For­ 
tunately, the planes aren’t em ulating the leaves. 


How To Reduce 


Exercise, within reason, is recommended for all. 
As a means of reducing, however, it is greatly over­ 
rated by those who haven’t tried it. There is a story 
in the papers about a woman who hiked 2,000 miles 
in four months and lost IID pounds. T hat was quite 
an achievement, undoubtedly, but simple arithm etic 
reveals she had to walk more than a mile to lose an 
ounce. She also got sore feet. 
The cause of being overweight is eating more food 
than the body requires. Exercise will remove a little 
fat—very slowly—and replace some of it with extra 
muscle, which also weighs something. But exercise 
also sharpens the appetite, so that the indulger in the 
strenuous life usually eats more without realizing it. 
T h at’s why many people who exercise to reduce find 
th at they actually gain a little weight 
Anybody can reduce—by simply eating less, There 
are a few dangers involved, though, so it’s a good idea 
to tell your doctor what you’re up to and see what he 
has to suggest 
Reducing too rapidly is dangerous to 
health. 
Complete or paVtial fasting cuts down on essential 
vitamins and minerals as well as on calories, and 
something should be done to supply those nutrients. 
This sort of regimen takes a certain am ount of 
will power, of course 
For those who cannot face it, 
there is an easier w£y to reduce: Just walk 2,000 miles.

"Shots" Provide Immunity 


Ten 
vears ago an article on 
immunization was followed by hun­ 
dreds of letters of protest. They 
came from various antivaccination 
organizations and individual* who 
were against inoculation and im­ 
munizing procedures in general. 
Many were so stereotyped as to 
suggest a single source and some 
included literature based mainly on 
ancient statistics; others told of 
unfortunate experiences. 
The majority of these protests 
were justifiable because they rep­ 
resented a hangover from bygone 
days when vaccines were crude 
and risky to use. Some were too 
potent; others were too weak and 
did not live up to expectations. 
But in the intervening years the 
prevention of disease has under­ 
gone many revolutionary changes. 
Vaccines and serums have im­ 
proved and we now know how 
much to use, when to give them, 
and what to expect. 
It is little 
wonder 
that 
typhoid, 
smallpox, 
diphtheria, and tetanus are vir­ 
tually 
nonexistent. 
These 
senti­ 
ments also are registered rn our 
mail; the letters of protest against 
inoculations 
ar* 
few 
and 
far 
between. 


In the past it was necessary to 
develop and survive an infection 
before natural immunity could be 
acquired, 
This meant that those 
who made the grade acquired a 
priceless possession — something 
that even the most fabulous king 
could not buy. Nowadays we can 
produce artificial immunity against 
many of our most disabling mala­ 
dies. 
Furthermore, serums and 


v a c c i n e s are a gitab le to rich and 
poor alike 
Vaccination 
against 
smallpox is the oldest and polio 
vaccine the youngest. The latter 
is still in the experimental stages 
because a vaccine must be to te d 
on hundred« of thousands of in­ 
dividuals before it is accepted.

But by vaccinat­ 
ing against diphtheria, whooping 
cough, and tetanus in the second 
or third month of life. the infant is 
protected by artificial immunity. If 
given singly, three injections of 
each are required but when used

“ shots * is reduced from eight or 
nm* to three. 
Smallpox vaccina­ 
tion follow?. 
But immunity ac­ 
quired in this manner is tempor­ 
al* and unless it is bolstered from 
time to time the youngster is left 
unprotected after a lapse of three 
years. A booster dose of the triple 
vaccine is in order after th* first 
year 
and 
again 
for 
the 
pre­ 
schooler 
Children entering first 
grade also are due for a renewal 
of inoculation against smallpox and 
diphtheria and it is here that many 
physicians prefer a single injection 
of each vaccine.

WASHINGTON — The most un­ 
fortunate public debate this coun­ 
try has engaged in for years— 
whether India should sit on the 
Korean peace commission—came 
about because of a series of diplo­ 
matic 
ineptitudes.

Boner No. I—Secretary Dulles

Chester 
Bowles, 
just 
when it especially needed a man 
who had the personal friendship 
and confidence of Premier Nehru. 
Ambassador George Allen, who re­ 
placed Bowles, is an A-i diplomat 
but is a long way off yet from hav­ 
ing Nehru’s confidence. 
Boner No. 4—John Foster Dulles 
tried to sell a news conference on 
the idea that the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration had brought a truce rn 
Korea by being tough with the 
Chinese. 
When 
newsmen 
asked 
how come, Dulles said he had tip­ 
ped off Premier Nehru that strong 
action 
would 
be 
taken 
against 
China, and that this word was im­ 
mediately sent back to the Chin­ 
ese. Of course, the Dulles’ state­ 


ment also got back to Nehru, and 
of course he got sore For Dulles 
statement put him in the position 
of being a sp y for the Chinese, 
This is one reason why Nehru has 
had his back up about sitting on 
the Korean peace commission.

WASHINGTON—No clearer de­ 
finition of the weakness, if not 
the impotence, of the United Na­ 
tions has been given than in the 
address Just delivered by the sec­ 
retary of State, John Foster Dul­ 
les. 
Too many people in America and 
perhaps the rest of the world have 
been thinking of the United Na­ 
tions in idealistic terms far be­ 
yond its actual authority or scope 
today. 
For the fact is that “ collective 
security” has not been attained 
through the U N. but such security 
as prevails is due to alliances 
which 
resemble 
the 
balance-of- 
power alignments that have pre­ 
vailed through centuries of his­ 
tory. It is the necessity for these 
alliances, despite the existence of 
the larger international organiza­ 
tion. which underlines the failure 
of the U N . to accomplish what 
had been hoped for by its found­ 
ers in 1945. 
“ Because the United Nations it­ 
self,” says Mr. Dulles, “ does not 
provide 
adequate 
security, 
the 
United States ha*-, by bipartisan 
action, entered into a series of 
treaties with other nations for the 
purpose of 
furthering 
collective 
self-defense This i? authorized by 
the United Nations charter ” 


there was a veto in the charter 
for each major power, the United 
State? Senate wouldn’t ratify and, 
besides, if the major powers dis­ 
agreed and wanted to go to war 
about it, nothing could be done 
anyhow. 
Precisely that contingency has 
arisen. Soviet Russia can and does 
exercise her veto now and can 
paralyze any future u se of force 
against her or her allies by the

What Mr. Dulles didn’t touch on 
but which the late Senator Taft 
brought out in his speech last 
June at Cincinnati 
is that

U.N. really may not have acted 
legally at all when the interven­ 
tion in Korea was undertaken in 
June 1950. This has alway* been 
Russia*? argument, too — namely, 
thai mere absence of a delegate 
from the Security Council didn’t 
commit the government itself and 
that hence the Security Council, 
which can act only unanimously, 
could not have authorized the re­ 
sistance to aggression in Korea, 


Tragic result of all this that a 
few years ago the United States 
was tho most popular of all na­ 
tions with the Indian people FDR 
had worked for Indian 
indepen­ 
dence. American missionaries had 
made a great impression on India. 
We were looked upon as the cham­ 
pion of oppressed people?. Todav 
we are on a par with Russia in 
being disliked and distrusted ta 
India—partly as a result of the 
unfortunate U. N debate. 
What Ambassador Cabot Lodge 
and Secretary Dulles apparently 
don’t realize is that India today 
is the most influential nation in 
Asia—an Asia which the Republi­ 
can party claims was neglected 
and alienated by Dean Acheson. 
India’s influence is such that our 
persistent stand against India i* 
being resented bv India’s neigh­ 
bors — Burma, 
Indonesia, 
Indo­ 
china, 
Thailand. 
Malaya — the 
same vital countries we have been 
trying so hard to woo. 
NOTE — Chief reason Syngman 
Rhee doesn t want India at the 
conference table is that 
Rhees 
basic ambition is to have the con­ 
ference break up and the fighting 
resumed. He know? he isn’t Ukelv 
to get a united Korea if the peace 
conference succeed?. 


Dirt Farmers And Ike 


Not Part of U N. 


But it’s a far different thing to 
say that the North Atlantic T rea .tv 
Organization or the Pacific pacts 
are “ authorized” by the U N., than 
to argue, as so many people er­ 
roneously do from tim'' to time, 
that these alliances are an integral 
part of the U N. The old League 
of Nations covenant also stipulated 
that 
“ regional 
understandings” 
were not to be regarded aa incon­ 
sistent with the purposes of the 
league.

It was a distinctively American 
manifestation of a desire to end 
wf<r. to find another method of 
settling international dispute?, to 
discover perhaps a parliament of 
man. It cannot bt1 said tha.t a1! 
who were hopeful of such an out­ 
come of World War II were mad; 
it can be said that they were 
idealistic; that they were seeking 
a Chi,s?-like approach to public 
problems in a world that i? not 
only not Christian but much of 
which i? not even influenced by the 
Old Testament. In a word, m ater­ 
ialism and idealism do not mix and 
we live in a blatantly material­ 
istic era 


have revised their concept*, hut 
neither of them anticipates th* 
sharp rise in nationalism in 
all countries except the United 
States. Neither recognised that 
World War II did not break 
down the strong nationalism 
of European and Asiatic coun­ 
tries 
hut 
accentuated 
this

The astonishing fact is that 
legislatures of 23 states adop­ 
ted resolutions for world gov­ 
ernment.

Alabama*, Louisiana, Okla­ 
homa, Tennessee, Missouri, Massa­ 
chusetts, Colorado, Oregon, Mary­ 
land, Kentucky, Florida, New J e r­ 
sey, Maine, New Hampshire, Vir­ 
ginia, Arkansan, North Carolina. 
In seven states, committees of 
the legislatures rejected the reso­ 
lutions without reporting them out 
of committee These are: 
Iowa. 
Indiana. 
Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, New Mexico, New York, 
Vermont. 
This is the record up-to-date of 
the world government movement 
in the United States, indicating 
the swing of the pendulum. Wha* 
seemed like a fine human effort 
turned'out to be another failure 
because 
the 
idea 
assumed 
too 
much. It assumed that the world 
was ready to abolish separate nac­ 
tions and to become a brotherhood 
of man. 


“ Union Now,” which tended to 
be 
pro-Briti.sh, 
could 
not 
hav* 
foreseen 
the 
antipathy of both 
Gr^at Britain and the Common­ 
wealth ta American policies and 
purposes in Asia, amounting to a 
sacrifice of the United State* to 
the interests of India. Nor could 
it have foreseen the Korean War 
and the defeat of the United States 
in th<*.t war with the subsequent re­ 
forming of alliances. Nor could 
either of these movements hav* 
foretold the emergence of Com­ 
munist China as one of the great 
powers, reducing the British Em­ 
pire to the role of a broker be. 
tween th*’ Communist 
and 
th* 
Western nations. 
World government is being at­ 
tempted by the United Nations 
with little success, principally bo­ 
ca us: already competitive group* 
are in existence, among them th* 
Soviet group, the British Common­ 
wealth group, the Moslem group 
tin part overlapping the Common­ 
wealth group), the United States 
and associate nations which now 
include not only certain Americana 
countries but also Turkey, Greece, 
Thailand and possibly Spain. 


While these groups seek to 
work together in the United 
Nations, they do split up on 
basic issues the British group 
swinging between the United 
States and Soviet Russia as 
the events require.
